Mr. Hughes nas already indicated that American financiers would 
serve on an international finencial board to stuly the German sitva- 
tion if France and other interested Powers invite the United States.

CHINESE EDUCATION. 


Professor H. A. Giles’ Views. 


London, January 5. - 
Io a letter to the Timex, Professor H. A. Giles says the general 
principte of allocation of the Boxer indemnity to the education of 
Chinese students is unlikely to meet with serious opposition, but 
wo points should be borne in mind, firstly we are primarily if not 
wholly out to secure imporsant commercial advantages for ourselves, 
and we are not out to safeguard or improve. the ‘moral, spiritaal or 
commercial advantages of China, therefore it would be most in- 
aivisadle to utilise any Britisb institutions conducted by mission- 
aris for the cry would immediately be raised that our secret inten- 
tion was to Christianian China, acry which would immediately be 
taken up dy the Anti-Cbristian Society and might possibly jeopardise 
the whole scheme, which shonld be entiraly secular; sad secondly 
no financial assistance should ba given to any Chinexe student who 
cannot show satisfactory knowledge of his own lanxurge. 
Mr. W. Nelson Bitton, weiting to the Times, suggests the 
establishment of a joint Anglo-Chinese commission, consisting of 
representatives of the British Government and of commerce in Chins. 
British missionary and educational interests, and acknowledged 
Chinese educational authorities, to recommend plans for the ap- 
plication of the indemnity to educational purposes. - :

Hosgeoxa, 6 b Jan., 1923, 
THE BREACH. 


The pessimists have been vin- 
dicated. Britain and France 
tase told the world that they 
cinnoct sce eya to eye on the 
Tepsrations issue, and the Paris 
Conference bas definitely broken 
down, Itis presumed that France 
will row put into execution the 
plan to which sabe asked the 
Allies to subscride, but to which 
Britain could rot agree. There 
is no call at the moment to 
discuss the respective merits of 
the British and Freach schemes. 
Taney are necessarily, in view of 
the tremendous financial ramifica- 
tions involved. matters which are 
boat left to experts. Inany case, 
the fact that they are not adjust- 
adle as between the two countries. 
outweighs all other poin’s. At 
Isst, after almost interminable 
endeavours ta reach a compro- 


‘}mise, Britain and France bave 


decided ta pursua their own paths 
independently ore of the other. 


In some respects, the peace ia 


‘proving a greater strain on Allied 


friendship than even the darkest 
days ofthe war. The battle was 
won on the fiells, at a truly 
awful price, but, despite the fact 
that everybody wants a settle- 
mentof the problems which the 
war has left in its train, the 
Allies cannot sgrea upon a 
scheme for a realisation of their 
wishes. The breakdown of thé 
conférence constitutes a definite 
rift in the understanding be- 
tween Britain and France which 
dates from a-period long before 
the war. That is a fact, and, 
however unpalatable it may be, 
it has to be feced.” France bad 
undoubtedly boged much from 
the recent change of Government 


two, resulting from the fact that 
we approached the issue from 
one angle and France from an: 
other, has made agreament 
utterly impossible. ° 

Tha cynic may ba forgiven if 
he finda thia climax to the re- 
parations discussions an occasion 
for sneering comment. He may 
well smile at the ADutusl expros- 
sions oof ‘undying friendship 
which followed the collapsa of 
the conference. The ™“ friend- 
ship” may be there still, but the 
close understanding cf the past 
has mast ‘ceriainiy vanished. 
The change .of Government not- 
withstandi: gcwe bave not got 
beyond tle stage when Mr. 
Lloyd George (or was it M. 
Poinesre*) declared that “we 
agree to differ.’ But for the 
seriousness of the issua involved, 
we can imagine the ex-Premier 
chuckling over the cuntfet-inps 
that bas ensued. France is still 
apparently hoping that Britain 
may rallp to her scheme if it 
proves a succesi, but we cannot 
feel very optimistic on that point. 
We have had: enough of confer- 
ences, at any rate; and it is 
about time Britain went her own 


Jway in dealing with the large 


international problems ‘that still 
await solution. 


4 
Twelfth Day. 

Today ia the Epiphany, or 
Twelfth Day, which-up to a com- 
paratively recent period was very 
elaborately colebrated in Britain. 


Asa popular festival it s:ood in 


Engtand anty inferior to 
Christmas. The main ides of the 
festival arose in the desire to do 
bonour tothe “three wisa men™ 
cfthe Nativily, and the origin is 
so ancient as ta b> lost in 
obscurity, There sre thosa who 
see in its begionicgs the survival 
of an e¥en more ancient pazan 
custom, and other8 trace it to a 
Roman custom observed by the 
children at the end of their 
saturnalia. In England the prac- 
tice arosa of making acake, with 
a bean (or a ailver penny) 
inserted, .which was called 
“Twelfth-cake ". Wheo the 
family and their frienda had 
assembled on Fwelfth Night, the 
cake was divided by lot, and how- 
ever cot the piece with the bean 


jwas called “King of the Bean. ~ 
Sometimes there would alyo ‘be a 


“Queen of tha Baan,” The 
“election “oftheso “monarchs” 
was often attended with some 
form. of ceremonial. The customs 
of Twelfth Day were even ob- 
served by Royalty, and a historian 
of King Her.rvy VIlI.'s reign has 
left a record of how the Court of 
that day kept the festival. Gold, 
myrrh, end frankincense bad their 
dne part in the proceedings and 
the Archbishopof Canterbury had 
8 share ia the ceremonial. In 
madiaeval times, too, the Inns of 
Court and the Universities ob- 
served the feastef the Epiphany 
with great splendour. 


Old Customs Recalled. 


But Twelth Day customs have 
now nearly diel out, in common 
with so many otber of the good 
old observances of our forefathers. 
It ia interesting., therefore, to 
recall some of the ceremonies 
that obtained in different parts of 
the countrr, a few ‘of which 
still survive here and there. In 
Cumberland, and other parts of 
the North of England, the rustics 
used to gather on Twelfth 
Night end dance, afterwards 
sitting down to a special 
supper. In Derbyshire the 
morris-dancers went from yillage 
to village, having .in. their cqm- 


rpany their fool (usually aman 


dreased io woman's clothing) 
knowo ss Maid Marian. Ino 
Dorsetshire the ancient custom 
in the parish ef Piddle Hinton 
was the giving away by the rector 
to the poor of a pound of bread, 
a pint of ale and a mince pie, 
each. In Lincolashire a very 
interesting -contest between 
different villages was the “throw- 
ing of the hood,” ogigifiated long 


‘ago by a lady of the family of 


Mowbray. Several customs were 
observed in Middlesex. One 
practice in London itself was for 
street urchios to nail the coat- 
tails of persous standing outside 
the windows cf pastry-cooks" 
shops to the window frames. 
This was. often so dexterously
